Members  of  the  Alumni  Board  of  Directors 
were  on  campus  July  26  for  their  annual  summer 
meeting.  The  Board,  which  establishes  policies 
and  directs  the  operations  of  the  7,000-member 
Alumni  Association,  met  with  Fr.  Charles  Banet, 
president  of  the  College,  during  the  morning  ses¬ 
sion.  Fr.  Banet  told  the  Board  members  of  the 
College’s  plans  to  improve  the  physical  plant  in 
the  coming  year,  notably  through  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  water  filtration  plant  and  redecorating 
the  Raleigh  Room  in  the  student  center. 

During  the  afternoon  session,  the  Board’s  new¬ 
ly  elected  officers  were  installed.  Charles  Vietzen 
’57  of  Chicago  assumed  his  role  as  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association.  His  four  vice-presidents 
are  Bernard  Balas  ’57,  for  alumni  relations;  Keith 
Snyder  ’56,  for  financial  support;  Dr.  Louis  Ab¬ 
bott  ’50,  for  academics  and  recruiting;  and  Phil 
Wilhelm  ’63,  for  campus  relations.  New  members 


coming  on  the  Board  were  Dave  Eckerle  ’65,  of 
Jasper,  Ind.,  Art  Barrientos  ’49  of  Ferguson,  Mo., 
Jim  Hattemer  ’65  of  Cincinnati,  Chuck  Ryan  ’65 
of  Chicago,  Phil  Kenney  ’64  of  Indianapolis,  Joe 
Dulin  ’57  of  Detroit  and  Joe  Gurgone  ’59  of 
Glenwood,  Ill. 

The  Board  accepted  the  programs  of  the  four 
vice-presidents  for  the  coming  year.  In  the  area 
of  alumni  relations,  plans  call  for  increased  alum¬ 
ni  activities  in  Indianapolis,  Detroit  and  Cincin¬ 
nati,  and  Board  members  will  begin  a  program 
of  personally  contacting  alumni  throughout  the 
nation.  The  Board’s  efforts  in  financial  support 
will  concentrate  on  increasing  alumni  donations 
over  last  year’s  record  $49,000  through  local 
phone-a-thons,  mailers  and  recruiting  new  mem¬ 
bers  for  the  Fellows  Program.

Baseball  Postscript 

Coach  Dick  Pawlow’s  baseball  Pumas 
began  the  season  by  scaring  everyone 
into  believing  Saint  Joseph’s  would  have 
one  of  its  worst  sports  years  on  record. 
After  the  nightmare  of  last  fall’s  football 
season  and  the  basketball  team’s  disap¬ 
pointing  12-12  record,  there  was  only  one 
hope  left  for  saving  any  face  at  all  in 
the  sports  department.  With  confidence, 
Saint  Joseph’s  pointed  to  its  baseball 
team  which  year  after  year  has  made 
respectable  showings,  this  dispite  the 
fact  that  baseball  is  the  one  major  var¬ 
sity  sport  for  which  the  College  offers 
no  grant-in-aids. 

But  confidence  gave  way  to  grief  as 
the  Pumas  promptly  lost  five  of  their 
first  eight  games.  The  season’s  opener 
went  to  the  University  of  Kentucky,  4-2, 
and  then  David  Lipscomb  defeated  the 
Pumas  10-5.  Saint  Joseph’s  took  two 
from  Union  College,  6-0  and  8-6,  but  then 
lost  two  to  Butler,  4-1  and  4-0.  An  8-2 
victory  over  Franklin  was  nullified  by 
a  3-1  loss  to  Evansville.

With  the  Pumas’  complacency  destroy¬ 
ed,  and  with  the  benefit  of  some  warm 
weather  practice,  the  team  went  on  a 
seven-game  winning  streak  that  saw 
them  defeat  Evansville,  St.  Procopius, 
DePauw  (twice),  Wabash  and  Hunting- 
ton  (twice).  Confidence  was  restored. 

The  team  suffered  four  more  losses 
during  the  season,  twice  losing  to  Valpa¬ 


raiso  and  once  to  Illinois  and  Indiana 
State.  But  a  double-header  victory  over 
one  of  college-baseball’s  powerhouses, 
Lewis  College,  and  a  win  in  the  season¬ 
closing  game  against  Indiana  State  gave 
the  Pumas  a  13-9  record  and  Saint 
Joseph’s  a  varsity  team  with  a  winning 
record. 

Man  of  The  Year 

Saint  Joseph’s  Athletic  Department 
chose  Little  All-America  football  line¬ 
backer  Chuck  Farber  as  the  Pumas  “J 
Man-of-the-Year.”  Farber,  who  ranks  as 
one  of  Saint  Joseph’s  all-time  great  grid- 
ders,  concluded  a  brilliant  varsity  career 
last  fall  while  performing  as  the  heart  of 
the  Saints’  defense. 

Minor  Sports  (Ahem  .  .  .) 

Besides  baseball,  three  other  spring 
sports,  sometimes  called  minor  sports, 
have  varsity  rank  at  Saint  Joseph’s. 
These  sports — golf,  tennis  and  track— 
provide  interested  students  with  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  compete  on  the  varsity 
level.  The  College  has  never  been  known 
for  its  strong  teams  in  any  of  these 
areas,  and  this  year  was  no  exception. 

Of  the  three,  the  tennis  team  was  the 
least  successful,  losing  12  matches  with¬ 


out  a  victory.  Seven  of  the  losses  were 
shut-outs.  The  track  team  fared  only  a 
little  better  by  placing  a  slim  second  in 
one  meet  and  placing  last  in  its  other 
three.  The  golf  team,  with  victories  over 
Evansville,  DePauw,  Wheaton  and  Val¬ 
paraiso  (twice),  made  the  best  showing 
of  the  minor  sports.  There  were,  however, 
nine  losses  and  a  tie  to  give  the  team  a 
5-9-1  record.
